City of Grief.

MAYOR IS LAST VICTIM

Judge Williams Must Answer a
Charge of Malfeasance.

CHIEF HUNT GETS ONE TOO

Rumored .That a Chinese .and . Two
Other Allens Have Not Been Indioted
in the City Up the Creek, But
Bolieved It is a Canard.

Portland, Jan. 4 —Mayor George H.
Willilams, ex-attorney general, ex-chief
Juntice of Oregon territory, ex-United
States wsenator, and first cholce of
President Orant for chief justice of the
United Siates supreme court, today
was Indlcted by the county grand jury
on a charge of malfensance In office.

Judge Willlams I8 accuned of having
on July 18, 1904, while mayor of Port-
land, refused to enforoe the statutes
regulating gambling passed at the last
sopnlon of the legislature giving the
mayor power to close disorderly hounea
within four miles of the cily.

Chief of Pollce H. Hunt wan Indiet-
ed on a similar charge.

Indletments  were  also  réturned
agninst W, C. Elllott, untll recently
oity surveyor: against his Inspectors,
J. M. Caywood and Henry Chandler,
and against E W, and J. M. Riner,
contractors,  These latter indictments
are In connection with the repair of
the Tanner Creek sewer, which, It Ia
alleged, were not properly done.

The Indictmentas charge Elllott and
the (inspectors and contractors with
conspiring to obtaln money from the
¢ty under falne pretenses. Other min-
or Indictmenta were returned.

General Willlams gave the following
statement to the Assoclated Press con-
cerning the Indictment against him:

“The Indictment charges me with no
cfimina) oftense, Tt simply acouses
me of not having Instructed the chief
of police 10 Jdo what was plainly his
duty. 1 bave no expectation that the
indictment will ever be prosecuted of
will be entertained for a moment by
the courts In case It In pressed, My
dutles In regard to the suppression of
gambling were clearly set forth by the
supreme court of this state last win-
ter, when It wan undertnken to compel
me to close gambling resorts In this
city by meéans of mandamus.

“In that declslon the court held that
the closing of gambling was plainly o
Jduty of the chief of police to be done
without Instructions from me.

“Tarther thap this T don't think any
explanntion Is necessary, The Indlot-
ment Is the outgrowth of spltework
on the part of a coterle of men In this
¢ity who have undertanken to dominate
me and run the clly government ace
cording to thelr views. After having
fulled In every other manner they could
devire, they determined to punish me
with an indiotment because I would
not submit to thelr dictation and found
in o majority of the grand Jjury, con-
aisting of seven men, willlng tools for
that purpose.'

Storm Brings Death in
New York Statc.

Trains Crush Victims who Slipp=
ed on the Ice Clad
Platforms.

STORM COST CITY $100,000.00

Bmall Army of Men to Clear the Btreets
of the Metropolis—~No Maratime
Disasters Are Yot Reported
at Atlantic Ports.

New York, Jan. 4.—Not In several

years has New York been visited by a
storm of wuch severity ns that
which commenced yesterday and con-
tinued untll early today. Nine Inchea
of snow fell, paralyzing traMic and
bringing untold suffering to the clty's
poor.
Beven deaths In New York and vi-
cinity are reported, while many per-
wons, overcome by the cold, dropped to
the street, some of them recelving frac-
tured bones,

Five of the seven men Who met death
from the resmults of the storm, died
from exposure and another slipped on
the iey piatform of the elevated sta-
tion and fell in front of an approaching
traln and was ground to pleces,

A conductor on the Pennsylvania
rallroad, blinded by the driving snow,
stepped in front of the “Congressional
limited” train at Bouth Amboy and was
Instantly killed.

Tt Is estimated that the storm cost
the New York City Rallway Company
over §100,000.

Incoming ocean liners report a blls-
zard at sea.

Today 5000 men were put to work
clearing the streets of New York, and
tomorrow the number will be doubled.
The effects of the blizzard will be feilt
at most points along the New England
and middle Atlantic coasts, Bo far no
marine fatalities are reported.

People of Tillamook Make Pre-
parations for Local Option,

BEER BOUGHT BY THE BARREL

Large Stock of Liquor Being Bhipped
In*y the Dry Town on Account of
Closing of Baloons—No Money
to Pay the Expemues.

Tillamook, Jan, 4.—(Special.)—Tilla-
mook voted “dry” at the recent elec-
tlon, and In consequeénce all saloons
have been closed. The saloon men and
their families and about 100 people

have left the city for green flelds and
pastures new. Appearances indicate
thiat there will be just as much liguor

lwine by the gallon,

used in Tillamook, for a time at least,
as before the local optlon went Into
effect on January 1. Liquor Jdealers,
forced out of business by the county
going dry, report, since suspending,
that they sold gut practically all the
stock in bulk to Individunls the lattar
part of December., Many people lald
in beer by the barrel, and whisky and
In addition, Im-
portation of liquor In bulk from the
outside is probable. Portland and As-
torln firms have scaftered eclrculars
broadeast, stating that they can Al
orders and ship liguor In as merchan-
dise, without anyone belng able to tell
what the boxes contnin, There is no
law against persons buylng liquors
and having them shipped In.
Tillamook city is virtually bankrupt
It has no revenues to meet current ex-
penses and was forced to reimburse
the saloonkeepers In the sum of $800
Jdue on unused licenses, and It I8
now looking around for ways and
and means to curtall pxpenses, as a re-

(sult of cutting off $2400 annual reve-

nue from the galoon lleenses.

It will ° necessary to dispense with
the alectric ''ghts operated by the Til-
lamook Lumber Company, which will
probably foree the company out of
business, In which event about 100 men
will be thrown ot of employment, and
they and those that have familles will
be compelled to leave. All businesses
will have to be licensed, and, with the
falling off of buriness and the loss of
n large number of the population, Ti-
lamook is in & very bad way. Mer-
chants cannot afford to pay the neces-

Huntington, W. Va., Jan. 4.—At 11
o'clock last night the people of this
city were startled by a terrible axplos-
lon, followed almost immediately by
a lurid glare, which lighted up the
heavens for miles around. Investigation
showed that the boilers of the towboat
Defender had exploded just opposite
this city and the boat and a number
of barges in tow were in flames,

The work of rescuing the killed and
injured began and it was soon found
that the loss of life had been great. Of
the 38 men on the towboat 11 and the
captain escaped Injury. Several dead
bodies have been recovered.

Five others are so badly burned and
scalded that their lives cannot be saved.
Six more of the crew cannot be ac-
counted for and it is belleved that their
lifelesa bodies now lle at the bottom
of the Ohio river,

The Defender was owned by the
Pittsburg Towboat Company, and was
one of the biggest towboats on the
river. She was returning to Pitts-
burg in company with the big towboat
Vigtor, of the same company, and the
atatement a8 made that the two big
steamers were rncing at the time the
explosion occurred,

The work of rescue of the victims
was difficult owing to the darkness,
and It seemed that only a few vessels
could be secured to go to the scene.
Captain Woodruff of the Defender,
was plcked up 50 yards from the steam-
er, He In not seriously injured.

One victim was found half a mile
below the scene, clutching a portion
of the wreckage, belng so chilled that
he could not speak.

The boat almost immediately after
the exploslon sank to the bottom, not
more than 60 yards from the Weat
Virginia shore. The barges in tow were
soon all aflame, but they were out
loose and they floated down the stream.
They were finally landed and the flames
extinguished by the fire department,

It is belleved that muny bodies have
been blown Into the river and may
never be recoversad,. Among those In-
jured was a woman, not known.

10 SAVE CHINAMEN

Point of Law Raised In Their
Behalf.

CHICAGO LAWYER HAS IDEA

Does Not Belisve Formerly Wealthy
Chinks Can Be Deported When
Compelied to Work on Ac-
count of Business Failure.

Chicago, Jan. 4.—A point in law has
been raised before Judge Humphrey of
the United States district court In con-
nection with the hearing of more than
25 cases of alleged violations of tha
Chinese exclusion laws, which may in-
volve almost every Chinaman In the
United States.

In the hearing of an appeal of Young
Chin of Chlcago for deportation from
the United States, Attorney Thomas
Milchrist raised the point that he be-
lieves it is beyond jurisdiction of the
courts to deport a Chinaman who came
to the United States a rich man and
was impoverished while here because
of the fallure of his business in China
and who then became a laborer to earn
enough money to continue existence.

United States District Attorney Be-
that answered this point by asserting
that if the court held that the China-
man could stay there would be no end
of formerly rich Chinamen appearing
to escape the orders of deportation.

Vessel Leaves
